Rechargeable batteries and charger 
•Use the included charger when recharg- 
ing. 

• During recharging, it is normal for the 
charger and the rechargeable batteries to 
become slightly warm. 

•Avoid recharging or placing the recharge- 
able batteries near sources of heat or hu- 
midity. 



•The included rechargeable batteries can 
be recharged about 300 times. When op- 
eration time shortens sharply, they should 
be replaced. 

Note: 

Do not recharge more than 8 hours at one 
time, or rechargeable battery life may be 
shortened. 



Batteries 

•Align the poles (© and ©) properly when 
inserting the batteries. 

• Do not mix old and new batteries or differ- 
ent types of batteries. 

• Do not recharge ordinary dry cell batteries. 

• Remove the batteries if the unit is not to be 
used for a long time. 

• Do not use the batteries if the covering has 
been peeled off. 



Mishandling of batteries can cause elec- 
trolyte leakage which can damage items the 
fluid contacts and may cause a fire. 
If electrolyte leaks from the batteries, con- 
sult your dealer. Wash thoroughly with water 
if electrolyte comes in contact with any part 
of your body.
